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Egyptian Women’s Union Activities 
N the March 1 issue of La Francaise is 
a notice of the great success scored by 
the Egyptian Women’s Union, of which 
Madame Charaoni Pacha is president, in 
the passing by the Council of Ministers of 
a law making illegal all marriages of 
boys under 18 and girls under 16. This 
is a direct result of the efforts of women, 
whose program included the raising of the 


marriage age for girls. 


Esthonian Women in Politics 
N the new state of Esthonia, where 
women enjoy Equal Political Rights 
with men, 8 women have been appointed to 
serve in the first legislature, and 2 women 
to serve in the first Parliament. Since 
these women have been in office, states La 
Francaise in its March 1 issue, measures 
have been introduced by them concerning 
a new project relative to marriage and for 
more liberal disposition of the civil status 
of illegitimate children and their mothers. 


Women Become Pharmacists in 
Switzerland 
1 Mouvement Feminin, the feminist pa- 
per of Switzerland, publishes each 
week a brief study of some professions 
open to women. These little articles are 
prepared by the Swiss Bureau of Women’s 
Professions. In the number for February 
22 the profession discussed is that of phar- 
macist, and the article says that it is no 
longer uncommon in either the cities or 
country villages in Switzerland to find 
women working as assistant pharmacists 
or even in charge of pharmacies of their 
own. In 1917 the Swiss Pharmacists’ As- 
sociation urged women to enter this pro- 
fession. The article describes the prepa- 
ration and equipment necessary, and adds 
that the women who enter this calling 
must bear in mind that they have to have 
the same training and capacity as their 
masculine colleagues, and therefore should 
insist on the same pay; that they must not 
allow themselves to become cheap and un- 
desirable competitors. 


Norwegian Woman a Radio Operator 
AURA SODTWITT has the distinc- 
tion of being the first Norwegian 

woman to be granted a certificate as 

ship’s radio officer, according to the Janu- 
ary issue of Nylaende. 


Turkish Women Demand Change ‘ } 
1 women of Turkey are banding to- 

gether to work for the abolishment of 
polygamy in their country, which has been 
sanctioned by society in Turkey, since the 
beginning of time. Many of the liberal- 
minded Turks have already abandoned the 
custom. | 


Polish Women 

LAND has at present 8 women 

deputies and 1 woman senator. 
There is perfect equality of rights. It has 
been proposed to establish obligatory 
“military” service for women between 20 
and 40 years of age, the service to be ren- 
dered in the auxiliary departments, 
states L’International Feminin for Janu- 


ary and February. 


Australian Women Eligible to Parliament 
LTHOUGH Australian women were, 
with New Zealanders, the first to 
have the franchise, they were not per- 
mitted to sit in the state parliaments. A 
bill was recently passed which now gives 
them this privilege. 


Mississippi Women Advaneed 
OR the first time in the history of Mis- 
sissippi, a woman lawyer has been 
placed this month on the Board of Law 
Examiners by the Governor of that state. 
She is Lucy Somerville, a practicing attor- 
ney in Cleveland, Mississippi. The first 
woman to be appointed as a member of the 
state Pharmeceutical Board of Examiners 
is Lena RR of Jackson, Mississippi. 


Indian Women Demand Place on Councils 
OMEN in Madras, India, according 
to a note in the February issue of 
Stri-Dharma, official organ of the Wom- 
an’s Association of India, are going to 
press their rights to enter the legislative 
councils. They intend to ask the local 
Council to pass a resolution at its next 
session, favoring the removal of sex dis- 
qualification for nomination and election 
to the Provincial or Imperial Legislatures. 


Parliament Elects Woman for Post 
RS. BARBARA WOOTON, Member 
of the British Parliament, has been 
elected to serve on a committee appointed 
to investigate the question of Great 
Britain’s national taxation and indebted- 
ness. This committee is considered to be 
one of the most important by the House 
of Commons. 


Paris Bars Women as Street Sweepers 

N the March 7 issue of the Woman’s 

Leader, the English feminist paper, is 
an account of the dismissal of women 
street sweepers in Paris. This old cus- 
tom has been abolished on the grounds 
that Paris officials claim that the work 
is too hard for women. “And yet,” 
states the article, “has such a ver- 
dict ever been passed on work which men 
were not very glad to take over them- 
selves? We await the day when the con- 
tinuous physical and mental drudgery of 
the home will be condemned as ‘too hard 
for women.’ ”

Notes of the Week 


Concerning Women in Lithuania 
N the March issue of The International 
Woman’s Suffrage News is an account 
by Julija Zilevycaite of the women’s activi- 
ties in Lithuania. Since the Constitution 
of 1918, which gave to women equal politi- 
cal rights with men in Lithuania, 5 
women have been elected to sit in the As- 
sembly, and 4 women have been elected 
to Parliament. The women members of 
Parliament have succeeded in placing on 
the statute books equal civil rights for 
men and women in the laws concerning 
marriage, property and inheritance, and 
equal guardianship rights. They have 
succeeded in seeing that no restriction is 
placed on women either in industry or the 
professions. Women receive with men 
equal pay for equal work, and women are 
not dismissed from employment on mar- 
riage, nor has a married woman any diffi- 
culty in finding work. The women in 
Parliament serve on Commissions of Edu- 
cation and Public Health. They are not 
yet strong enough to arouse public opin- 
ion to the necessity of doing away with 
prostitution. 


Women to Suggest Planks 
RANCES PERKINS, member of the 
Industrial Board of the New York 
State Industrial Commissjon, has been ap- 
pointed head of a committee composed of 
twelve women, who have been named by 
the National Women’s Democratic Union 


to suggest planks for the National Demo- 


cratic Convention in June dealing with 
matters pertaining to women. The 
women appointed are Minna Bruere, ex- 
pert in banking and finance; Mrs. Anne 
O’Hagan Shinn, writer and publicist; 
Virginia Potter, vice-president of the 
Woman’s City Club; Lillian Wald, leader 
in child welfare work and head of the 
Henry Street Settlement; Mrs. V. G. 
Simkhovitch, expert on immigration and 
head of Greenwich House; Virginia Gil- 
dersleeve, nationally known educator and 
Dean of Barnard College; Martha Draper, 
former member, Board of Education; Mrs. 
H. Moskowitz, Emily Bullowa, Elizabeth 
Jordon and Alice J. G. Perkins. 

The appointment of this group marks 
the first effort by Democratic leaders to 
formulate planks that will appeal to 
women voters. 


Chinese Women to Publish Paper 
ROM far-off China comes the news that 
a drive for funds has been instigated 
by the Chinese women of Wuchow to or- 
ganize a woman’s daily paper. Up to the 
present time the work of Chinese women 
has not been given recognition in the pa- 
pers manned by men, and so this effort is 
being made to publish a paper which will 
contain only news pertaining to the work 
of women in China. 
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Legislation for Women and Children : 


HE following is a letter protesting 
against the linking of women and 
children in industrial legislation, 
sent by C. Nina Boyle to the editor of the 
International Suffrage News, and pub- 
lished in its March issue. Miss Boyle was 
one of the leaders in the suffrage cam- 


paign in England. 


“To the Editor. 
“Dear Editor: 


“For years, among feminists in this 
country, I have been endeavoring to 
raise protests against the insulting 
and insufferable inclusion of women 
with children in all allusions to social- 
reform legislation, and have almost 
come to the conclusion that so-called 
‘social reform’ is as deadly to the 
freedom of women as reactionary-ism 
—if I may coin an expression. I wel- 
come most heartily the protest from 
Anna Westergaard, and hasten to 
support it. But it should not have 
been left to us; it should have come 
from our Alliance first and foremost. 

“For what has our movement signi- 
fied? Surely, that we revolt against 
being treated as belonging to cate- 
gories of the helpless and irresponsi- 
ble, and that we demand our rights 
as responsible adult human beings! 
Every time we allow ourselves to be 
categoried with children we are deny- 
ing and stultifying all we have fought 
for and won. I protest, in the name 
of all the independent women who 
have helped the women’s movement, 


Why I Am For Equal Rights 


ERTAINLY, I am a feminist. Why? 
Because I think it is right. Ah, you 


will say, but the great 
multitude is against it, and I 
answer, That is why I’m sure it 
is right—anything that the mul- 
titude is against can’t help be- 
ing right. 

If one of your Hayseed Con- 
gressmen or one of our God- 
like Oil Salesmen suggested 
that you introduce a law end- 
ing the education of all women, 
prohibiting their reading of 
books, closing the primary 
schools to females and burning 
down all their seminaries, 
you’d say he was crazy. Yet 
just that condition existed less 
than 300 years ago and the mul- 
titude thought it was right. 


King George III of England 
fermented a spirit in Hancock 
and Adams whose mad ravings 
against taxation without rep- 
resentation, at that time creat- 


ed “America” through a bloody revolution. 
Supposing that women took the same dras- 
tic methods to get Equal Rights or even

against this new conspiracy to keep 
us in fetters. 

“T am amazed at this apparent de- 
termination, on the part of women 
who consider themselves feminists, to 
keep us in the category of ‘infants, 
lunatics and criminals’; and to wel- 
come, in industry and elsewhere, hu- 
miliating restrictions and prohibi- 
tions—under the vile old cloak of 
‘protection’—which are not put in 
operation against men. The danger 
is particularly acute in the United 
States; American women seem posi- 
tively to revel in restrictions; and, 
so far as I can see, women have only 
escaped the old tyrannies of home 
and marriage to find themselves in 
thrall to the new bogies of ‘the child’ 
and ‘the race.’ 

“The function of the I. W. S. A. is 
not to secure peace. It is not to pro- 
mote infant welfare. It is not to 
achieve industrial harmony. It is to 
secure the full and free citizenship 
of women on the same terms as men. 
This was what we fought for; not to 
be classed with children, to be under 
world restrictions and the Labor 
tyranny in industry; not to be dis- 
criminated against by eugenist cranks 
and sloppy sentimentalists. Will not 
the I. W. S. A. take up this protest 
and reassert fearlessly the principle 
of freedom and full adult responsibil- 
ity in the State?

Equal Rights 
Congress and the Constitution 


EMBERS of Congress have no obligation to sit as judges of the ultimate 

wisdom of Equal Rights for men and women. Our National Constitution 
does not empower Congress to amend the Constitution. Judgment on the 
substance of the Amendment is entrusted by the Constitution to the states 
acting through their legislative assemblies. 

The members of Congress might be unanimously in favor of a particular 
amendment, yet Congress could merely submit that amendment to the states. 
Hence Senators and Representatives need not struggle with the philosophy 
and law involved in the Lucretia Mott Amendment. Their function is only 
to ascertain whether or not the measure is proposed in good faith and con- 
cerns a nationally agitated subject. The members of the state legislatures 
are the ones who have the duty of decision on the substance of the amendment. 

The members of Congress may personally and individually disapprove of 
the Equal Rights principle, or be very ignorant of the details of life affected by 
it, and yet with complete propriety cast their vote in favor of the Curtis- 
Anthony resolution, submitting the Amendment to the states, since the right 
of adoption of constitutional principles is not committed to their decision, but 
to the decision of the states. 


Unphysiological Physiology 


[* a recent debate on the Lucretia Mott Amendment it was stated by an 
opponent of the Amendment: 


“Statistically, it has been shown that women cannot endure long 
periods of sustained or difficult work, or nervous strain, because 
nature has so ordered her life that she is in a semi-pathological con- 
dition for ten days out of every one hundred days, which renders her 
physically and mentally weaker for the duration of that period. She 
has not the muscular strength, the nervous energy, nor the power of 
persistent application and attention to work.” 


This statement is in striking contrast to the opinion of scientists of high 
standing who have expressed themselves in the matter. Dr. Simon Flexner, 
Director of the Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research, writes: 


“T do not believe that there is physiological foundation for the asser- 
tion that the functions of the brain, and thus the operation of the 
intelligence, are in any way affected by the differences in anatomical 
structure in the two sexes.” 


Dr. William H. Howell of the School of Hygiene, Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, says: 


If anyone cares to claim that the brain of woman is inferior to or 
in any essential respect different from that of man, he must seek the 
evidence for his belief in his personal experience or in the archives 
of history—certainly not among the sober records of science.” 


The late Dr. Franklin P. Mall, formerly Professor of Anatomy at the 
Johns Hopkins University Medical School, in writing on the same question, 
said: 


“T have had at least twenty years’ experience with more than one 
thousand picked college graduates in biological teaching, and have yet 
to learn that women students need special consideration. In fact, no 
concessions have been made to women and as a group they have invari- 
ably stood above the average. This year we shall graduate in medicine 
eighty men and ten women; two men and four women lead the class.” 


So far as we can find out, there is no physiological evidence at all indi- 
cating that womanhood entails semi-invalidism. The cyclic change which takes 
place in the female is a wholly normal function, and its absence, not its 
presence, bears witness to a pathological condition. The effete notion that 
a woman’s existence is necessarily subject to recurring periods of illness 
which unfit her for free competition in the economic struggle is a spectre that 
should be laid, for upon this unsubstantiable idea rests welfare legislation 
and the whole host of other disabilities that go by the polite name of “pro- 
tection.” Womanhood is precisely as normal a condition of humanity as 
manhood. Moreover, it is only when paying jobs or other desiderata are the 
issue that this alleged frailty on the part of woman assumes such momentous 


proportions,

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Minnesota Farmer-Labor Resolution Presented 


YRTLE CAIN, Farmer-Labor mem- 
ber of the Minnesota legislature, 
who arrived last week at the 

Woman’s Party Headquarters in Wash- 

ington as the envoy of the Minnesota 

Farmer-Labor Convention, bringing reso- 

lutions in support of the Equal Rights 

Amendment from her state to the Pro- 

gressives in Congress, has begun her inter- 

views with members of Congress. The 
first two men whom she interviewed were 

Senator Johnson and Congressman We- 

fald of Minnesota. Both pledged their 

vote in support of the Amendment. 
Senator Johnson, a member of the 

Farmer-Labor Party in Minnesota, gave 

Miss Cain the following statement, in ad- 

dition to his pledge to vote for the 

Amendment: 


“My dear Miss Cain: 

“There can be no good reason for 
opposing equality of men and women 
before the law. In Scandinavia the 
women have virtually the same rights 
as men. In fact, they have had these 
rights for a number of years. 

“We in America should not be be- 
hind the countries in Europe in legis- 
lation affecting women. Women 
should be treated in a legal way as 
men are treated. 

“T am pleased to see the progressive 
organizations of Minnesota come out 
in favor of the National Equal Rights 
Amendment introduced by Senator 
Curtis. It shows again that Minne- 
sota is progressive. 

“Moreover, Congress has a right to 
submit this question to the legisla- 
tures for their ratification. There is 
where the real contest will take place. 
If public sentiment is for the Amend- 
ment, the legislatures will know; if 
against it, they will know that.

Bonus Bill Discriminates Against Women 
By Margaret Kurtz, 


Former Yeomen of the United States Navy 


passed the National House of Rep- 
resentatives, and which is now before 
the Senate, contains the following clause: 


T HE Soldiers’ Bonus Bill which has 


“See. 202. In computing the ad- 
justed service credit no allowance 
shall be made to any fe- 
male yeoman of the Navy, or female 
marine of the Marine Corps—in each 
case for the period of service as such.” 


Paul J. McGahan, department com- 
mander of the District Department of the 
American Legion, who has made an in- 
quiry into the effect of the provision, 
states that more than 15,000 women who 
served in the United States Navy and 
Marine Corps will be excluded from the 
benefit of the Bonus if this clause is per- 
mitted to remain in the bill. 

“This is discrimination of the rankest 
sort,” Commander McGahan declared, in 
a statement issued from American Legion 
Headquarters this week. He went on: 


“The national legislative commit- 
tee of the American Legion, as well as 
every department in the country, has 
been called upon to assist in having 
the bill changed so the women vet- 
erans are not excluded. 

“These young women enlisted vol- 
untarily. They received the regular 
pay of their grade in the United 
States Navy, ranging from $17.50 to 
$66 a month. The male yeoman re- 
ceived the same pay, and both re- 
ceived the same allowances in com- 


mutation of quarters and rations, 
which I am advised was about $2 a 
day. This brought the pay of the 
chief yeoman, male and female, to 
about $125 a month. 

“Because a few Representatives be- 
lieve this $125 was more pay than 
these girls received in civil life, they 
now propose to eliminate them from 
the benefits of the adjustment of com- 
pensation. And they permit under 
the terms of the bill the men who 
served under identical conditions to 
receive the so-called bonus. 

“This is an unjust discrimination, 
and one every veteran should be 
quick to resent. The Senate can and 
should remedy the situation and 
every effort of this department and 
such outside assistance as it can ob- 
tain will be applied to cause Con- 
gress to act. | 

“The U. 8. S. Jacob Post, No. 2, of 
this department, is made up entirely 
of yeomen (f) and the Belleau Wood 
Post, No. 3, is made up of young 
women who served in the Marine 
Corps. The entire department stands 
firm with them in the fight against 
the discrimination against them.” 


This discrimination against women who 
served in the Navy or Marine Corps must 
make all of us who served in one of these 
corps during the war realize the impor- 
tance of the immediate passage of the 
Equal Rights Amendment. When this 
Amendment is part of our National Con- 
stitution a discrimination of this type will 
not be possible. 


Amendment to Help Women 
in Government

OMEN who are Government work- 
ers are deeply interested in the 
Equal Rights Amendment as a means of 
removing all discriminations in the Gov- 
ernment service based on sex. With the 
passage of this amendment all examina- 
tions in the Government service will be 
opened to women on equal terms with 
men. Appointments in the Government 
service will then have to be in the order 
of rating without regard to sex. Further- 
more, women can no longer be excluded 
from executive, administrative and other 
high-salaried positions. All the existing 
discriminations against them in the mat- 


ter of appointment, assignment, title, pro- 
motion and salary will be abolished. 
The Equal Rights Amendment will act 
as a tremendous educational factor in re- 
moving other discriminations which are 
now practiced, not on the basis of law, but 
on the basis of administrative action.
